BIRTHS 

Slightly  fewer  children  were  born  this  year  compared  with 
1950  and  1949 -  50  in  1951,  63  in  1950,  75  in  1949.  The  number 

of  stillbirths  remained  a  low  figure  of  two. 

The  Crude  Birth  Hate  was  10.97  per  1,000  estimated  hone 
■population.  By  applying  the  comparability  factor  of  1.15,  the 
standardised  birth  rate  was  12. 6l. 

DEATHS 

Slightly  fewer  persons  died  in  1951  compared  with  1950, 

70  in  1951,  79  in  1950,  52  in  1949.  Of  the  70,  30  were  males  and 
40  females.  43  were  over  70  years  of  age. 

The  crude  death  rate  was  15*35  per  1,000  estimated  hone 
population.  By  applying  the  comparability  factor  of  0.71,  the 
standardised  death  rate  v/as  10. 90. 

The  comparability  factor  is  worked  out  for  each  district 
by  the  Registrar  General.  The  purpose  of  this  factor  is  to  level 
out  differences  of  age  and  sox  constitution  of  the  population  of  the 
various  districts  and  enables  more  accurate  comparisons  to  bo  made 
of  birth  and  death  rates  in  othor  areas. 

There  were  no  deaths  from  dipththeria,  whooping  cough, 
measles,  scarlet  fever,  meningococcal  infection,  nor  from 
poliomyelitis.  There  we re  no  maternal  deaths.

GETOAL  PROVISIONS  OF  TEE  HEALTH  SERVICES. 

PUBLIC  HEALTH  LABORATORY 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory  service  at  Bosconbe  has  given  the 
district  generous  service.  The  Laboratory  undertakes  the 
bacteriological  examination  of  water,  milk,  ice  cream  and  other  foods. 
It  also  examines  specimens  for  diagnosis  in  the  case  of  infectious, 
or  suspected  infectious  diseases. 

AMBULANCE  SERVICE 

The  Ambulance  Service  of  the  district  is  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  Dorset  County  Council,  operating  day  and  night 
from  the  Civic  Centre. 

WELFARE  CENTRE 

The  Dorset  County  Council  provide  an  Infant  Welfare  Centro 
at  the  Women1 s  Institute  Hall. 


DOMESTIC  HELP  SERVICE 

The  Home  Help  Service  has  continued  through  the  year  under 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  Dorset  County  Council.

SAKETAEI  CmOIBfSTMCES  OP  THE  AREA. 


1.  WATER  STJPPLI 


The  Bournemouth  Water  Company  is  the  statutory  water 
undertaker  for  the  area.  The  majority  of  the  water  is  derived  from 
a  deep  well  situated  at  Walford,  near  Winborne .  It  is  chlorinated 
softened. 


and 


8  samples  of  main  water  taken  for  bacteriological  analysis  have 
given  highly  satisfactory  results. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year,  45  occupied  premises  used 
water  from  23  shallow  wells.  Those  wells  were  sampled: - 


10  wells  gave  satisfactory  results. 

13  wells  gave  suspicious  or  unsatisfactory  results. 


On  further  sampling  the  wells  that  wore  satisfactory,  seven 
gave  good  results.  These  ’wells  will  continue  to-  be  sampled  in 
various  weather  and  seasons.  Should  they  give  unsatisfactory  results, 
steps  will  be  taken  to  ensure  the  properties  have  a  pure  water  supply.

In  Winborne,  on  the  4th  July,  1951*  the  Ministry  of  Health 
held  a  Public  Inquiry  into  the  Council’s  proposals  for  a  joint 
sewerage  scheme  for  Winborne  and  a  few  parishes  of  neighbouring 
authorities.  In  view  of  the  high  capital  cost,  the  scheme  was  not 
approved  in  the  form  presented.  The  Ministry  considered  Winborne. 
should  have  a  modified  scheme  with  a  local  sewage  disposal  works.
